In connection with the Director's memorandum of September 7, 1954, 
regarding l!r. Cowley's lack of knowledge of the identification effected 
between the markings on the machine gun bolt found in a lagoon in Chicago 
and the Plaza and Lazia killings, you are advised the information concerning 
the identification was conveyed immediately to Ur. Inwards after it had been 
thoroughly verified on August 22nd, nr. Edwards phoned the information to 

Tamm and I supplemented it with a memorandum on that date. Under date of 
August 28th the laboratory report was written and copies furnished the Chicago 
Office. 



The examination in connection with this identification was very in- 
volved and extended over a long period of time. The gun was first received 
here on August 9th. Mr. Appel spent several hours a day on the case con- 
tinuously for over two weeks. A large number of photographs were prepared 
with the assistance of Itr. Kouser in ICr. Renneberecr's Section. . It was 
necessary to prepare most of these photographs at night to eliminate vibration. 
During the course of the examination }T. Merle Gill of Kansas City arrived in 
the city with the original specimens of the Plaza murder and it was necessary 
to start all over again and make the examinations with the actual specimens. 
Due to the tremendous importance of the case every effort was made to check 
and verify the detail. It was not possible for 13% Appel to devote his entire 
day on these examinations at this time for two reasons; one, the eye strain 
which results from prolonged examination through the microscopes, and secondly, 
the pressure of other current work which was delinquent. 

VAs a result of *&e large amount of work involved of a ballistic 
nature it was recommendod at the time that Ur» tfiard be brought to the Labo- 
ratory. Since his assignment here it is believed this situation is relieved.

With regard to the attached file and correspondence u;jon applicant 
R» G. dill, X aa astounded at the lack of supervision in the handling of 
letters of this kind in the Stenographic ?ool. Obviously, there has 
been no effort made by your office to properly caeck the handling of this 
work, Zn the first place, inco;.iin{j letters - when copies have to be 
liade of fchca - should be copied tne day of receipt* furthermore, if 
the Stenographic Fool has not sufficient stenographers, we should enploy 
additional stenographers, or if any are on- leave, the leave snould be 
cancelled, 1 note it ia stated by ttiss .Viite tiiat the work has been 
froa five to six days delinquent. I have not refused to recoaaend the 
appointment of any stenographers, and certainly in copy aorit there are 
available typists in trie Division who can be put upon taat, or at least 
there are typists who could be employed for such work, Manifestly , there 
is eoae tiling radically rrong in tiio supervision of this section unner 
your direction. I co not think that tie responsibility lies entirely 
with the Stenographic Pool, as the cemorandua »voula indicate, because 
there should be some supervision of tho ^ool by your office in addition 
to tnat of Silas White. If Uiss finite coos not have tho personnel to 
handle the work within the tine that it shoold be aandled, she cannot 
be blaaed for the delinquency in tnat section. " ^ m

I would like to hare you take steps, because I believe It 
is a matter that properly falls under your supervision* to see that a 
better arrangement is effected in the handling of the work in the 
director's office after closing hours* On Sunday, you sdll recall, 
you cosLnunicated with the office to inquire wnether any important 
telegrans had been received during the course of the afternoon, and 
were advised tiiat there were none. As a natter of fact, the telegram 
froa Chicago advising of the arrangements cade for the capturing of 
John Dil linger, had been received in trw early afternoon, and this 
should have been read to you by the clerk v»ho was on at night. I 
believe that the clerks should have impressed upon then tiie value 
and necessity of bringing sucn Batters to the attention of tho proper 
officials of the Division, particularly when inquiry 13 made by rep- 
resentatives of the Director. 

Also, I think that some steps should be taken to see that 

the arrangements such as developed on last Sunday evening are not 
repeated in tho case of another aaer^ency. There was absolutely no 
privacy in the outer office where the telephone calls were being . 
received and where tiie machine is in operation to recora the sane. 
The hall door was kept open, and persons not connected with the 
Division were allowed free access to the outer office. I believe 
that that door should be kept closed at all times into tho hallway 
and that any persons calling eho&ld enter the office through the 
regular reception rooa. I realize that possibly the door has 
been kept open because of the rin^in^ of telephones, fcutr^taere 
should be stationed cone clerk in that office to receive calls

•were particular jy disorderly and did not tend to efficient and saooth 
running of the effice.
